Scouts refurbish 
farm equipment

About 15 Upland Boy Scouts 
are spending their Saturday 
mornings refurbishing farm 
equipment older than they are. 

The groves are gone now, 
replaced by the very north 
Upland homes in which the 
members of Troop 623 live. 

“You're looking at the 
history of Upland, really, of the 
groves,” said Brian Smith, the 
Upland High School 
sophomore who is supervising 
the others in repairing a pre- 
World War I! Caterpillar tractor 
and two carts in order to earn 
his Eagle Scout rank. 

The equipment has been 
rotting and rusting for many 
years. It has spent the last few 
years in a shed behind the 
Chaffey Commmunities 
Cultural Center on 15th Street. 
Two scout troops have done 


yard work, but none have ever 
ventured into the shed, said 
Bea Riggs, director of the 
center, which relies on 
volunteers as its lifeblood. 

Smith said City Manager Lee 
Travers suggested the project 
and the Upland Rotary Club 
financed it with $133 for paint, 
painting supplies and 
sandpaper. 

It will take 250 hours of work 
to sand the old yellow tractor, 
re-paint it and to smooth out 
the rough edges of the wooden 
carts and apply water sealer, 
he said. 


One of the carts was used to 
haul fruit during the days of the 
groves and the other was used 
to carry luggage from the 
Union Pacific and Southern

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Jaunzemis to court in December 
for not getting proper approval 
to operate his business. 

A West Valley Municipal Court 
judge ruled in the city’s favor 
and ordered Jaunzemis to vacate 
the building. 

Although Jaunzemis says he’ll 
vacate the building by the 
deadline, he adds he doesn’t 
want to leave it permanently. 

He therefore filed papers two 
weeks ago to go before the city’s 
Planning Commission to try to 
win its approval of his business 
at the location. 

That’s something he should 
have done a year ago when he 
illegaly opened his business, 
city officials say. 

“None of this was my fault,”’ 
Jaunzemis said of his feud with 
the city. ‘| didn’t know what the 
city was going to require — | 
just wanted to open a business.”

H.O.T. Tips 


(House of Tools) 


To bandsaw multiples of intricate 
wooden-toy parts, you can stack 
several blanks together with double 
sided tape between. The tape holds 
firm while bandsawing, drilling and 
edge-sanding operations: Double- 
sided tape eliminates nail holes, 
replaces awkward clamps and 
reduces layout time (lines need be 
drawn only once). Parts are easily 
separated by inserting a chisel into 
the tape joint and tapping lightly. 

if your bandsaw wheels are out of 
balance, try wrapping solder around 
the spokes where needed. 

A common technique for attaching a 
turning blank to a faceplate to avoid 
screw holes is to glue the blank to a 
waste board with paper in between. 
The method works well, but the long 
curing time of the glue is 
inconvenient. 

| have found that a hot-melt glue 
gun will attach the blank to the 
waste board rapidly and securely. 
The glue sets in seconds, so no 
clamps are needed-just hand 
pressure. No paper is needed 
because the glue b.snd can be easily 
broken later with a chisel. Since the 
glue doesn’t become hard, clean up 
of the bottom of the turning is easy.

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Good reputation 
leads to too many 
pets for PAWS

A reputation for keeping 
animals alive has overcrowded 
Upiand’s pet adoption agency to 
the point that it must consider 
putting some to sleep. 

Only two dogs have been 
killed because of lack of space 
in the five months since the 
shelter opened, said Joy Harvey, 
president of Promote Animal 
Welfare and Safety. 

But that number wili go up 
immediately if stray dogs 
coming in don’t decrease and 
the number of adoptions don’t 
increase, she said. 

“If it isn’t today, it'll be next 
week,”’ she said of the 
impending deaths. “We're trying 
to get around it, but we’re going 
to have to put some down.”’ 

Last week the shelter narrowly 
avoided putting several dogs to 
sleep by sending them toa 
foster home. But such resources 
are limited, Harvey said 

“What they’re doing. 
obviously, is people are either 
dumping them in Upland or 
people are calling more often 
when they see a Stray thinking, 
‘Oh well, PAWS is up there now 
They won’t go down,’ ”’ she said 

“We're adopting out 100 pets 
a month, but now that doesn’t 
seem to be enough,” said Lori 
Howard, secretary-treasurer for 
the group. ‘There seems to be 
an attitude underfoot that 
because PAWS is there, that’s 
the answer to the unwanted pet 
problem.” 

The shelter shares quarters 
with the city’s Animal Control 
department at 860 E. 15th St. The 
city-sponsored animal control 
office takes only strays from 
within city limits. After a waiting 
period, unclaimed dogs and cats 


are transferred to the PAWS half 
of the building for adoption, 
Harvey explained. 

“When our cages are full there 
are only two options,” said 
Howard. ‘We either euthanize 
some of our pets or we refuse 
pets from Upland Animal Control 
and then they euthanize them — 
and that’s a hard choice for an 
animal lover to make.” 

Part of the problem is that 
residents of Rancho Cucamonga 
and Ontario either bring their 
unwanted pets into the shelter 
and lie, saying they found the 
animals in Upland, or they 
simply dump them within the 
Upland city limits, the volunteers 
said 

Both neighboring cities 
contract with the county and the 
nearest shelter for them is in 
Devore — too long a drive for 
most people, Harvey said 

The city’s animal caretaker 
Arlene Lightbody, said having 
too many animals always was a 
problem at the tiny former 
shelter. She said this increase is 
probably a combination of 
dumping and the inevitable 
build-up of animals 

While no cats have been put to 
sleep yet, Harvey said it is only a 
matter of time — after ‘kitten 
season” begins in the next 
couple of months — before they, 
too, become a problem 

Since many of the shelter’s 
animals are unclaimed pets, 
Howard said Upland owners 
should check immediately with 
the shelter when their pets are 
missing 

She also suggested running a 
“found” advertisement in a local 
newspaper and getting 
identification tags — even for 
indoor pets — in case they 
escape
